Tin' Navy announced the colli­ 
sion yesterday and said an inves­ 
tigation is being made.

plosions that debris xvas show ered 
on the decks of a coast guard ship 
a quarter of a mile away. 
The blast killed 6<i of the 69 
men aboard the freighter, tore the 
ship to pieces and sent lier to the 
bottom alm ost immediately after 
the collision.
